Mavridis also said that 
festivals are a great way to 
boost tourism in the town 
and she has spoken to 
various restaurant owners 
who support serving alco¬ 
hol and food at the event.

diate budgetary impact,” 
said Coun. Jamie King, 
who supported the 
motion. 

The total budget surplus 
amounts to $963,664. Staff 
reported that it was the 
result of various factors 
including increased tax 
revenues, more planning 
application fees, a hydro 
fund dividend and less 
money than budgeted for 
staffing. 

Staff recommended that 
$400,000 of the surplus be 
allocated to a new capital 
reserve fund for bridge 


and culvert infrastructure 
projects. 

“Road improvements, 
future facilities and build¬ 
ing stabilization reserves 
are in a deficit position,” 
staff reported and recom¬ 
mended that part of the 
surplus be used to clear 
these small deficits with 
the rest of the money

War fund for 0MB a great idea 


Coun. Betty Disero suggested 
Monday that the town put aside 
$200,000 to defend its planning deci¬ 
sions if there are appeals to the OMB. 

It shows what a fresh set of eyes and 
a different outlook from newly-elected 
members of council can come up with. 

NOTL has faced several OMB hear¬ 
ings in the last two decades, since the 
Old Town became such a desirable 
place to live, some of them because 
residents put their money on the line in 
applying for an appeal. Council has 
backed away from pursuing an appeal 
because of the cost, although individu¬ 
ally many councillors have spoken out 
against specific developments. 

This war chest may help them to put 
their money where their mouth is, rath¬ 
er than backing away from the battle. 

Are there other ways to spend a sur¬ 


plus? Yes, of course, but if this fund is 
built up slowiy, over the years, it won't 
have much of an impact on taxpayers - 
certainly not as great an impact as hav¬ 
ing to fight an OMB battle without that 
back-up. 

It was abundantly clear during dis¬ 
cussions of a Mary St. proposal for a 
four-storey apartment building that 
residents are discouraged and frustrat¬ 
ed with a council that won’t back up 
the town’s zoning legislation and 
Official Plan by defending them at an 
Ontario Municipal Board appeal. 

This move to create a funding source 
for such appeals shows that councillors 
are taking that message to heart. 

It’s a great idea. It's too bad it wasn’t 
started decades ago, when develop¬ 
ment became such a huge issue in 
NOTL.

Dial—a—ride 
worth a look 

While I’m happy to 
see that ridership on our 
town’s transit “system” is 
rising (Niagara Advance, 
April 9), I think it’s 
important to analyze the 
cost of providing this ser¬ 
vice properly 

It seems as if it costs 
about $400,000 per year 
to run the buses. Total 
passenger load in the 
year just past was just 
over 16,000, and they 
paid $3 per ride, so the 
total farebox revenue 
was about $50,000. In 
other words, somebody 
other than the riders was 
paying seven times as 


much for each ride as the 
passengers were. 

And who was paying 
that? The editorial com¬ 
ment that the cost of the 
service is modest pre¬ 
sumably referred to the 
fact that the town’s tax¬ 
payers only had to pay 
$15,000 or so. 

But the buses are sub¬ 
sidized to a much greater 
extent than this by park¬ 
ing meter revenues. If 
those monies were not 
being siphoned off to run 
the buses, they could be 
spent on some other 
need within the town. 

Did anyone ask the 
taxpayers if they wanted 
to devote those funds to 
carting (mostly) air up 
and down Niagara Stone 
Rd.? 

It’s important to look 


at this with a clear eye 
because there are appar¬ 
ently plans to expand the 
service to other parts of 
the town. Since the exist¬ 
ing service is already 
using up all of the park¬ 
ing meter revenues, the 
operating costs of any 
expansion seem certain 
to fall directly onto tax¬ 
payers. 

The sad fact is that the 
layout of NOTL does not 
readily lend itself to cost- 
effective public transit. I 
think one of the unsuc¬ 
cessful candidates in the 
recent election suggested 
that some kind of dial-a- 
ride option might offer 
better value. Certainly 
worth looking into.

It also does 
not take into account 
bad weather, which can 
play havoc with transit 
connections. 

However, the alterna¬ 
tive is a $40 taxi to the 
hospital. 

The Town of NOTL is 
currently experiencing 
rapid growth, much of 
which consists of people 
who are downsizing and 
retiring here. 

Few seniors, and 
especially those no lon¬ 
ger able to drive because 
of age or health prob¬ 
lems, will be able to take 


advantage of this won¬ 
derful ‘opportunity.’ 

As many of our health 
facilities and services 
are based in St. 
Catharines, Niagara Falls 
or even Welland, this is a 
growing and pressing 
problem. 

Having a bus service 
here at all is definitely a 
step forward and hope¬ 
fully we can build upon 
what we have at present. 

However, we have an 
urgent need for a much 
more convenient and 
user-friendly service 
focussed on improving 
access to health services.

In Minneapolis, he was 
tasked with helping turn 
around a struggling compa¬ 
ny, much like Calder did at 
the Shaw Festival in 2012. 
Under her watch, the com¬ 
pany managed to erase a $2.7 
million accumulated deficit. 

Jennings said he’ll work 
with Calder's “template,” 
while adapting to what will 
be massive changes at Shaw. 
Artistic director Jackie 
Maxwell leaves after the 2016 
season, and the company is 
looking to replace two aging 
theatres. 

A key challenge, he said, 
will be luring U.S. theatrego¬ 
ers back to the company.

REPORT TO THE COMMUNITY FROM THE 
NIAGARA-ON-LAKE HOSPITAL FOUNDATION BOARD 


The Board of Directors for the Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital Foundation would like to extend our sincere 
gratitude and appreciation to the residents and family members of our community for their support. 

The Foundation’s total assets at fiscal year end March 31, 2015 stood at $990,168. This figure represents a 
combination of donations and investment income. From April 1, 2014 to March 31, 2015 the total donations 
were $1 731. The expenditure for this year was a bladder scanner for $19 000 for the Family Health Team. 
Audited financial statements are expected to be available by May 15. 

In 2013, a Community Health Services Review Committee was formed to review the current and future needs 
for our health care in Niagara-on-the-Lake in response to the Ministry of Health’s report which included the 
closure of our hospital. The Hospital Foundation donated $50 000 to the Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake to fund 
a consultant to review and prepare a report to determine viable options to maintain our current health services 
and expand programs for our residents. 

The N0TL Hospital Foundation was incorporated in 1995 to support the N0TL Hospital. As a charitable entity, 
the Foundation has acquired, receipted, held, invested and disbursed funds as per the needs of the Hospital. 
The Foundation has contributed regionally by donating $500 000 to purchase two radiation beds which are 
plated in our name at the Walker Family Cancer Centre in St. Catharines; and donating $60 000 towards the 
Heart & Stroke Scanner at the Greater Niagara General Hospital. 

In March, 2000 the Niagara hospitals were amalgamated under the Niagara Health System and since the 
announcement by the NHS to close N0TL Hospital as of March 31,2015 the N0TL Foundation entered into a 
discussion with the NHS Board of Trustees and an Agreement between Niagara Health System (NHS) and 
the Niagara-on-the Lake Hospital Foundation was finalized. This agreement was strictly to ensure that the 
Foundation funds, as intended by the donors, would continue to be used for healthcare in the N0TL community. 
These funds are in joint trust and an authorized individual on behalf of the NOTL Hospital Foundation Board and 
NHS Senior Executive will mutually agree on the disbursements of these funds for purposes that are consistent 
with the Objects of the Foundation’s Letters Patent and which include health service needs, programs, and 
equipment. 

(A copy of the Agreement is available on request.) 

The Board of Directors for the NOTL Hospital Foundation has voted to change its name to the NOTL Healthcare 
Foundation and to change its objects to support health care needs and programs that serve the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake residents. The generosity and wonderful community spirit the NOTL Hospital Foundation has experienced 
over the years is very much appreciated. As the Foundation moves into its new areas of responsibility, it is 
hoped that this same generosity and spirit of caring will continue.

It's hard to surprise a 
beer drinker, says Chris 
Pontsioen. 

As co-owner of 
Slivesmith Brewing 
Company, he would know 
- he’s heard too many beer 
drinkers say "beer is beer.” 

“But they try our Black 
Lager, and they realize 
that’s not the case. It’s a 
surprise to them. I don't 
think there’s a day goes by 


that we don’t hear 'this 
isn’t what I was expecting,’ 
and you don’t get to say 
that very often with beer.” 

The judges of the annual 
Ontario Brewing Awards 
must have agreed, and 
found it a pleasant surprise 
- Silversmith’s Black Lager 
won gold at the gala event 
in Toronto last week. 

The brewery, which 
opened in 2012 on Niagara 
Stone Rd. in an ivy-covered 
restored former church 
built in the late 1800s, is 
co-owned by Pontsioen 


and Matt Swan. John 
Legassicke is their brew 
master, working behind 
the scenes in the produc¬ 
tion area, an addition to 
the church that features 
floor to ceiling glass win¬ 
dows allowing the gleam¬ 
ing new tanks to be viewed 
from the street. 

Black Lager makes up 
about 75% of Silversmith 
sales, says Pontsioen. They 
produce 12,500 litres a 
month, and supply about 
60 bars and restaurants in 
the region. 

"We describe it as 'bold 
and easy-going,’ and that’s 
an unusual combination,” 


says Pontsioen. 

“It’s a really unique beer, 
an easy-going dark lager 
that also has some bold 
character and flavour. But 
it’s remarkably light, which 
also surprises people. They 
think lager is heavy, but 
they try it and realize that’s 

Silversmith was the only 
Niagara winner of a pro¬ 
vincial award, and it felt 
good to win, says 
Pontsioen.
